President  Riccards 
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President  Speaks  out  on 
State's  New  Alcohol  Policy 

Point:  What's  your  feeling  on  the  Board  of  Higher  Education's  recent  decision? 
Riccards:  I  think  we  have  to  teach  people  to  take  responsibility  for  their  own 
lives.  The  question  whether  a  person  drinks,  or  drinks  responsibly,  is  entirely 
up  to  the  person.  The  college  has  to  be  a  type  of  mentor  but  it  really  can't 
control  everyone's  lives. 

Point:  How  do  you  feel  about  our  current  alcohol  policies  at  FSC? 
Riccards:  We  have  among  the  toughest  alcohol  provisions  of  any  campus. 

Point:  What's  probably  going  to  happen  to  our  current  policies? 
Riccards:  We  will  setup  common  places  where  students  over  21  can  drink  in 
dormitory  environments  and  else  where.   For  instance  the  Underground.   We 
hope  to  have  a  more  moderate  position  than  other  schools  that  might  adopt  a 
totally  dry  campus. 

Point:  Could  dormitory  rooms  be  designated  as  places  where  people  can  con- 
sume alcohol? 

Riccards:  No.  The  presidents  inquired  if  they  could  designate  rooms  as  drink- 
ing areas  for  over  21  students.  They  said  no. 

Point:  Many  feel  that  what  this  new  policy  will  do,  if  anything,  is  encourage 
students  to  drink  off  campus.   What's  your  stance  on  that? 
Riccards:  I  can  only  control  the  35  acres  of  Fitchburg  State  College.  The  rest 
of  the  world  I  have  no  authority  over. 

Chicago  Delivers  a  Limited  Performance 

"Imagine  walking  out  onto  a  blank 
stage.  There  is  no  script,  no  set,  no 
pre-conceived  ideas.  Suddenly  the 
lights  come  up  and  the  show  starts. 
Some  call  this  the  Actor's  Nightmare, 
others  call  it  Improvisational  Theatre." 
These  are  the  words  of  the  director 
of  Chicago  City  Limits.  He's  right,  no 
one  could  call  it  a  nightmare,  but  last 
Saturday's  performance  could  defi- 
nitely be  described  as  a  bad  dream. 

I  was  a  spoiled  audience  when  I 
watched  Chicago  City  Limits  because 
I  was  lucky  enough  to  catch  their  last 
performance  at  FSC.  When  I  first  saw 
Chicago  it  was  an  inspiring  perfor- 
mance that  had  me  in  stitches  from 
beginning  to  end.  Unfortunately  this 
years  show  lacked  the  imagination, 
spontaneity,  and  timing  that  allowed 
the  actors  tickle  the  audience  during 
their  first  FSC  appearance. 

Although  most  of  the  actors 
missed  cues  and  failed  to  execute 
deadly  punchlines,  the  performance  of 
one  actress  in  particular,  Mary  Purdy, 
pushed  the  show  beyond  the  point  of 
enjoyability.  It  was  honestly  painful 
to  watch  this  young  lady  sputter  out 
awful  one-liners,  and  fail  to  back  up 
her  fellow  actors  at  crucial  moments. 
For  the  director  of  Chicago  to  choose 
her  to  participate  in  such  an  acclaimed

production  she  must  have  comedic  talent  hidden  somewhere,  but  on  this  night 
Marv  Albert  might  have  had  more  success  bringing  a  smile  to  my  face. 

I  would  do  Chicago  and  the  rest  of  it's  comedic  troupe  an  injustice  to  pan 
the  show  entirely.  Therewere  sun  rays  poking  though  the  cloud  occasionally, 
and  the  brightest  of  them  went  by  the  name  of  Sean  Conroy.  It  is  evident  that 
Mr.  Conroy  is  a  veteran  of  improvisational  comedy.  This  actor  commanded  the 
flow  of  dialogue  and  the  evolution  of  the  shows  themes  with  great  comedic 
presence,  allowing  for  occasional  moments  of  self-entertainment  that  endear 
great  comedians  to  their  audience. 

Great  nights  and  forgettable  evenings  are  both  inherent  among  long  run- 
ning stage  shows.  Although  Chicago  was  but  a  windy  city  this  time  around,  I 
am  confident  that  it  s  limits  will  be  stretched  to  satisfaction  more  often  than 
not  in  future  performances.  I  will  be  at  the  front  of  the  ticket-line  for  Chicago 
City  Limits'  next  FSC  performance.

agents  to  discuss  booking  acts  and 
performances.  Ms.  Chapin-Durling  then 
selects  quality  performances  that  can 
will  fit  into  the  Cultural  Affairs  bud- 
get. She  then  must  submit  these  acts 
to  an  advisory  board  that  makes  the 
final  decisions.  Scheduling  perfor- 
mances, writers,  and  films  with  a  bud- 
get is,  "  like  putting  together  a  big 
puzzle,"  said  Ms.  Chapin-  Durling. 

Figuring  out  the  budget  is  espe- 
cially challenging  since  FSC  is  still  de- 
bating prices  to  charge  for  perfor- 
mances. "It  is  our  philosophical  deci- 
sion not  to  charge  too  much  for  tick- 
ets," said  Ms.  Chapin-Durling.  "It  is 
important  that  these  performances  are 
accessible  to  everyone."  The  charge 
of  tickets  for  any  of  these  perfor- 
mances is  always  far  less  than  you 
might  pay  if  you  were  to  see  the  per- 
formance in  Boston  or  New  York.  The 
location  is  also  much  more  convenient 
for  students. 

In  searching  for  various  perfor- 
mances, Ms.  Chapin-Durling  looks  to 
have  an  eclectic  series  to  attract 
as  many  people  as  possible.  She 
looks  for  groups  with  national  rec- 
ognition, ones  that  are  both  popu- 
lar and  cultural.  Most  importantly, 
they  must  be  "artists  of  excel- 
lence." Finding  an  eclectic  series  is 
also  important  in  the  choice  of  films 
to  appeal  to  students  with  many  dif- 
ferent interests. 

In  devising  walking  tours  of 
Fitchburg,  the  focus  will  be  on  the 
architecture  of  Henry  M.  Francis 
who  created  the  architectural  de- 
sign of  many  Fitchburg  buildings,  in- 
cluding Edgerly  Hall  on  campus. 
This  walking  tour  will  be  offered 


through  the  Art  Gallery.  This  program 
will  "feed  into  the  college  relationship 
with  the  city,"  said  Ms.  Chapin-Durling. 
For  students  interested  in  getting 
involved  in  the  cultural  programs  at 
FSC,  Ms.  Chapin-Durling  assures  that 
there  are  plenty  of  ways  in  which  stu- 
dents can  help.  She  needs  students 
to  pick  up  visitors  at  various  locations. 
Students  are  needed  to  load-  in  and 
load-out  sound  equipment  and  cos- 
tumes and  to  be  "runners"  to  hold  mi- 
crophones for  audience  members  with 
questions.

By  the  second  song  the  room  was  packed  with  standing 
crowds  lining  every  wall.  The  second  set  featured  crowds  of  people  dancing  in 
front  of  the  band. 

Babineau's  band  features  Scott  Babineau  on  vocals  and  guitar,  Steve 
Spagnuolo  on  bass,  and  Rick  Dondero  on  the  drums.  Spagnuolo  and  Dondero 
are  also  members  of  Rovers  Bone,  while  Babineau  continues  to  perform  occa- 
sionally as  a  solo  act  and  sit  in  with  local  legend  Mark  Marquis.  All  three  band 
members  show  masterful  command  of  their  instruments  adding  jams  and  solos 
to  nearly  every  song  they  perform.  Prospective  bassists  may  want  to  look 
Spagnuolo  up  at  either  the  Music  Box  or  Action  Music  for  lessons. 

The  band's  set  list  is  eclectic  to  say  the  least  and  Thursdays  performance 
featured  covers  of  songs  by  the  Beatles,  Lenny  Kravitz,  the  Police,  Sneaker 
Pimps,  Porno  for  Pyroes,  Peter  Gabriel,  and  the  eels  to  name  a  few.  A  reggae 
rendition  of  Simon  and  Garfunkel's  "Cecilia,"  was  easily  the  high  point  of  the 
evening  as  the  majority  of  the  standing  room  only  crowd  began  to  move  to  the 
music. 

Anyone  who  has  the  chance  would  do  well  to  go  and  see  this  band  play. 
They  will  be  back  at  Partners  Pub  on  11/8  and  will  be  performing  at  a  WFNX 
sponsored  event  in  Worcester  on  1 1  /21 .

Emmanuel  "Manny"  Lewis 


High  energy,  strangely  unique,  David  Bowie  has  done  it  again.  In  his  latest 
cd,  Earthling,  released  early  this  year  (February  1 1 ),  Bowie  has  once  again 
changed  styles  and  proved  his  talent.   Now  50,  Bowie  still  rages  strong; 
there's  Little  Wonder  he  captivates  millions. 

Recorded  in  New  York  after  a  year-long  tour,  this  is  the  first  album  David 
Bowie  has  produced  on  his  own  since  the  1  974  classic  Diamond  Dogs.  With 
little  help,  Bowie  (vocals,  guitar,  alto  sax,  samples,  and  keyboards)  and  his 
band — Reeves  Gabrels  (guitar,  vocals,  and  synthesizers),  Zachary  Alford  (drums), 
Mike  Garson  (piano  and  keyboards),  and  Gail  Ann  Dorsey  (bass,  vocals)-  -  have 
combined  several  styles  of  music.  The  result  is  a  hybrid  of  aggressive  rock  and 
jungle  (drum  and  bass)  rhythms.  "We're  working  with  processes  that  dance 
utilizes,"  said  Bowie.  "I  still,  as  I  did  in  the  late  70s,  find  the  combination  of 
tech  and  organic  'real'  instruments  the  most  satisfying  and  totally  representa- 
tive of  the  way  I  work.  In  this  last  year  and  a  half,  we've  pretty  much  perfected 
the  live  mixing  problems  of  balancing  samples  and  loops  against  live  playing 
and  singing  in,  say,  a  festival  situation." 

The  nine  songs  on  this  album  deliver  large  doses  of  energy  and  aggression. 
Little  Wonder  begins  the  musical  journey  throughout  David  Bowie's  Earthling, 
featuring  fast-paced  comical  lyrics. 

Looking  for  Satellites  is  a  stream  of  consciousness,  random  words  mantra 
that  draws  listeners  into  swaying  along  mindlessly.  Battle  for  Britain  (the  Let- 
ter) breaks  its  middle  down  to  drums,  bass,  and  piano  which  makes  one  ex- 
claim "nice"  before  the  song  picks  up  its  tech  again,  and  Bowie  croons  emo- 
tionally "Don't  let  my  letter  get  you  down". 

The  slowest  song  on  the  album  Seven  Years  in  Tibet  ...was  inspired  by 
Heinrich  Harrer's  book  [same  title],  and  my  own  interest  in  Tibetan  Buddhism," 
Bowie  said.  "This  book  has  also  inspired  a  recent  film  in  theaters  now,  while  the 
song  is  "probably  my  favorite  track  on  the  album." 

Another  song  of  note  is  Dead  Man  Walking,  Bowie's  reflection  on  getting 
older.  With  the  words  "Let  me  die,  die,  die  touching  tomorrow,"  the  lyrics 
evoke  the  feelings  of  an  aging  musician.  Though  Bowie  attributes  the  song  to 
a  Neil  Young  performance,  it  could  just  as  well  apply  to  Bowie  himself,  who  is 
50  and  still  manages  to  produce  the  energy  needed  to  keep  his  songs  vital  for 
any  age.  The  climax  of  Earthling  comes  to  an  end  in  Law  (earthlings  on  fire) 
with  its  high  tech,  eerie  robotic  quality  that  looks  steadily  into  the  future.  In 
this  song,  Bowie  seems  to  sum  up  his  motto  in  the  spine-chilling  words:  "I 
don't  want  knowledge,  I  want  certainty." 

This  cd  is  for  anyone  who  enjoys  the  combination  of  techno,  rock,  and 
disembodied  sounds  in  a  futuristic  method. 

After  a  full  year  of  turning  50,  celebrating  it  by  playing  a  sold  out  concert 
at  Maddison  Square  Garden  before  1  4,500  fans,  a  televised  pay-per-view  con- 
cert, increasing  his  presence  on  the  internet,  and  numerous  other  ventures, 
Bowie  says:  "I  have  no  idea  where  I'm  going  from  here,  but  I  promise  I  won't 
bore  you."

The  storyline  has  potential,  but 
Andy  Wilson's  directing  is  bad,  and  the 
first-person  narrative  that  threads 
throughout  the  film  just  doesn't  work. 
David  Duchovny  stars  as  Eugene,  a 
doctor  who  lost  his  license  to  practice 
because  of  a  drug  addiction.  Timothy 
Hutton  is  Raymond,  a  con-  man  bad 
guy.  Bad  acting  all  around,  with  the 
exception  of  Angela  Jolie,  Raymond's 
girlfriend.  There's  a  big  play  off/show 
off/shock  attempt  with  piercings  and 
tattoos  (i.e.,  camera  focuses  in  on 
these  little  details  as  if  the  guy  watch- 
ing out  there  is  automatically  going  to 
say  "Oh  oh.  Nose  ring.  This  guy's  a 
scary  punk;  this  guy  is  on  drugs  and 
he's  dangerous.).  Little  details  like 
that  make  me  hate  Andy  Wilson  -  I 
mean,  what  is  he  trying  to  prove? 


Alternative  life-style  and 
drug  use  stereotypes  run  rampant 
here.  The  film  has  no  deep,  underly- 
ing message  and  no  real  point.  It  tries 
to  go  somewhere  with  a  romance,  but 
leaves  things  hanging,  going  nowhere. 
They  don't  even  kiss,  man!  And  I 
could've  sworn  that  TV  ads  displayed 
some  sort  of  sex  scene,  which  never 
occur  (Mike  pointed  this  out  to  me  - 
he's  always  on  the  lookout  for  a  good 
sex  scene). 

Okay,  here's  what  it  is:  the  direc- 
tor is  trying  to  depict  this  plot,  this 
story,  through  the  eyes  of  a  drug  ad- 
dict. The  problem:  the  audience  can't 
appreciate  the  slow  (slow  is  an  under- 
statement here)  pace  of  the  movie 
unless  they,  too,  are  on  drugs.
